FOR MANASSAS SCHOOL

DISTRICT PROFFERS AID TO THE

INSTITUTION.

Echoes of the meeting of the Manassas
Association February 14, when Booker
Washington and Oswald Garrison Vlliard
of New York made a plea to the citizens
of Washington for assistance in the sup¬
port of the Manassas Industrial School, are

heard in the informal meetings taking
place in churches, clubs and social organi¬
zations among the prominent colored peo¬
ple.
A general meeting at an early date Is be¬

ing planned to formulate schemes for a

proper response to Mr. Vlllard's appeal, and
to give expression in some practical man¬

ner of the appreciation of his work In the
interest of colored industrial education.

It hits become pretty generally learned in
the curiosity about Manassas which the
meeting awakened that when Mr. Viliard
became president of the board of dlroctoi'S
last May he found debts of several
years' standing against the "school amount¬
ing to $3,500. These bills, it Is said, he di¬
rected to be paid at once, borrowing the
money himself from the Manassas Bank
and not permitting a mortgage on the
school property.
In addition Mr. Villard's emergency gift*1

to the school are leaking out and a senti¬
ment is growing among the colored men In
\\ ashington thai they must help pay the

note.

Model Institution Promised.
In his address the president of the asso¬

ciation had said:
"Give us the means and we shall have at

jour doors a model industrial school, to
which the foreigners who throng to Wash¬
ington can go to see how intelligent and
earnest white and colored men and women
are co-operating to undo the wrong of two
centuries of slavery and to solve what to
the greatest problem before the nation to¬
day. The responsibility of that problem
rests, ladies and gentlemen, with each and
every one of you, particularly thos^ whose
circumstances are above the ordinary con¬
ditions of life. No republic can endure hap¬
pily with a large proportion of its populace
ignorant, untaught, helpless, hopeless, part¬
ly degraded and partly vicious.
"As to the appeal of Manassas, remember,

please, that it con.es from the people them¬
selves. striving nobly upward. Our school
Is no foreign growth, grafted upon an in¬
different neighborhood. It is the expression
of the need i»nd the d< sire of the people ha

expressed by Jennie Dean."

Scope of the School.
Ill addition, he pointed out the scope of

the institution, which includes a "greater
and grander service to the District of Co¬
lumbia."' To take poor colored children
from the alleys and slums and to train
them in useful trades for the country is

one of their settled Intentions.
The ldt*a of helping the colored poor of

the District by helping the Manassas as¬
sociation has so taken hold of those who
heard the addresses that one man is re¬

ported as having said he can easily get up
a club of fifty to give a dollar a year for
the school, and others agree that many
such clubs will shortly be formed.

CLIMATE AND HEALTH.

Washington Conditions to Be Discuss¬
ed by Dr. Kober.

Arrangements have been made for a meet¬

ing of the Academy of Sciences, to be
held at Hubbard Memorial Hall, 10th and
M streets northwest. Tuesday evening
next, at which the annual address of Dr.

George M. Kober, president of the Anthro¬
pological Society, will be read.
Dr. Keber's address will demonstrate that

the climate of Washington is not inimical
to health; that Insanitary factors, like
swamps, mosquitoes, soil and water pollu¬
tion and racial conditions, Influenced our

mortality rates, which, while excessive
thirty years ago, have been gradually re¬

duced from 1M.0H per 1,000 in 1875 to 10.61
per 1,000 In 1!*M. and will continue to de¬
crease. Dr. Keber will demonstrate the
Influence of sewers, pure water and sani¬
tary homes upon the health of communi¬
ties, and by a comparison of the sanitary
history of the city of Berlin with that of
the national capital will point out the
beneficent effects of sanitation secured tn
both cities during the past thirty years
and what may be expected in the future.
The lecture, will be illustrated by lan¬

tern slides, showing the primitive methods
of municipal sanitation in the city, the ef¬
fects of pumps upon typhoid fever rates,
the Potomac river in Its natural beauty and
purity, the sources of past and present
pollution, the construction of the Washing¬
ton filtration plant and what purification
of the water supply wiU accomplish in
improving health conditions.
Views of small parks and playgrounds,

summer and winter baths, sanitary and
Insanitary homes will be presented and
the present needs of the city emphasized.
